The ‘inescapable choices,” 
if Governor Ronald Reagan’s 
higher education proposals are 
adopted, will be ‘‘educational 
Starvation for sume 20,000 stu- 





dent: by ecf -cement of 
enrollment quotas or educational 
malnutrition for all by watering 
down the quality of offerings.” 

This was the statement unani- 
mously issued by the College 
Council, representative body of 
the faculty, following a special 
meeting last week. 

The statement, released by 
Willys W. Folsom, professor of 
psychology and faculty vice- 
chairman of the group, went on 
to charge that ‘‘there is no gen- 
uine need to curtail educational 
opportunity or to make California 
second-rate in quality of higher 
education.’’ 

The faculty statement con- 
tends that Governor Reagan’s 
revenue ‘‘crisis’’ is merely the 
“normal and expected con- 
sequence of a rate of increase 
in the need for public services 
greater than the rate of increase 
in state tax revenues,"’ 

Reagan has expressed alarm 
at the expected $350-400 mil- 
lion state revenue gap for the

Canadians Urge 
No Tuition Fees 


OTTAWA, Canada, Jan. 26 
(CPS) — Canadian students are 
faced with the same financial 
problems in getting an education 
as are the students in the United 
States, but they are far ahead in 
their demands for state support, 

Calling for “universal access- 
ibility’ to higher education, about 
50 schools have joined a nation- 
al campaign to end all tuition fees 
and also to win government-sup- 
ported salaries for students, 

More than 1,000 students 
marched on the British Columbia 
legislature last Friday in support 
of 4 brief that urged free tui- 
tion, student salaries, and equal- 
ization grants to cover travel! ex- 
penses and extra living costs for 
out-of-town students who attend 
school in an urban area. 


The students received some 
backing from University of 
British Columbia President John 
Macdonald, who said that the 
provincial government would be 
guilty of ‘‘dereliction of duty’’ 
if it doesn’t double the $33 mil- 
lion grant it gave the three major 
British Columbia universities 
this year. 

Student salaries are not unpre- 
cedented in Canada, In one prove 
ince—- Newfoundland— University 
students receive tuition and $50 
monthly salaries from the pro- 
vincial government. 


The mean student tuition and 
fees for Canadian colleges is 
$473 per year which, accord- 
ing to a Canadian Union of Stu- 
dents (CUS) report, represents 
only 28,2 per cent of a student’s 
annual expenses, The report es- 
timated that the average student 
is required to pay $1,564 a year 
in total costs.

Declines Draft Deferment 


EUGENE, Ore, (CPS) -- Why 
would a young man in the relative 
security of college voluntarily 
give up the draft deferment to 
which he is entitled? 

Henry Drummonds, Univer-

At last week's ‘‘ Briefing Ses- 
sion’’ during Disaster Week, four 
campus and statewide groups 
came ouf with positions on the 
proposed budget cuts for higher 
education, The SSC Council, the 
Association of California State 
College Professors, the Amer- 
ican Federation of Teachers, and 
the Campus Coordination Com- 
mittee all came out with positions 
papers stating their opposition to 
budget cuts and tuition. 

At the ‘‘Briefing Session’’ in 
the Little Theatre, Christopher 
Dver-Bennett, executive secre- 
tary of the ACSCP and professor 
of Political Science at Chico 
State, was the featured speaker. 
Also speaking were Marc Tool, 
president of ACSCP, Willys Fol- 
som, SSC President of ACSCP; 
Alex Garber, president of SSC 
American Federation of Teach- 
ers, and James Wood, chairman 
of the Campus Coordinating Com- 
mittee. 


Dver-Bennett also said about 
tuition that it is ‘‘partlv puni- 
tive as a result of FSM and 
student activism, and the pub- 
lic is accepting tuition as a 
punitive action on students.’’ 

Tool expressed concern over 
the tax system in California, and 
its inability to increase revenue 
as the state’s wealth increases. 
He said ‘‘tuition will get at those 
rich who have students in col- 
lege, but it should get at all 
the rich.’’

While discussing the budget 
cut proposals, Dver-Bennett said 
that ‘‘we can not afford to be 
quiet and cannot afford to worry 
about making noise.’’

In the statement from the AFT, 
John Sperling, president of the 
College Council, California Fed- 
eration of Teachers, was quoted 
as saving,’ Reagan’s budget 
would destroy the state colleges 
and we cannot permit this to 
happen. We will carry the fight 
to the public and the Legisla- 
ture and if forced to it, will 
strike to protect higher educa- 
tion,’’ 


Alex Garber, professor of so- 
ciology, expressed great concern 
over what will happen to the 
quality of education in California 
if the budget is cut. He said that 
already the eastern colleges are 
grabing up the new professors 
that normally the state colleges 
would get, and many of the pres- 
ent faculty are leaving for more 
secure positions elsewhere, He 
also said that, ‘‘we have a four 
year battle that started in No- 
vember, and the prospects look 
ominous. I would doubt if we 
could ever recover if our bud- 
get is cut bythe Administration,’’

Editor of the Hornet, Sir: 

This letter is written in re- 
sponse to the action of the College 
Council on January 24, in passing 
a resolution allowing students 
to repeat courses in whicha ‘‘D’’ 
or ‘‘F’? grade was earned, The 
first grade is removed from the 
student’s permanent transcript 
and only the last grade received 
is used to compute grade point 
average, 

This represents a drastic 
change in long established college 
grading policy, We believe that if 
a student cannot maintain a ‘‘C’’ 
average computed in the manner 
prior tothe College Council reso- 
lution, the IPSO F ACTO he isnot 
a college caliber student. 

The philosophy of higher edu- 
cation in the State of California 
is that every qualified citizen 
should have the opportunity to 
attend college tuition free. The 
long history of this philosophy 
and the quality of the education 
available make this opportunity 
a privilege to the residents of 
the State of California, The cur- 
rent controversies over budgets 
and tuition have brought aften- 
tion to the fact that this priv- 
ilege appears as if it were a 
right to attend college, The priv- 
ilege to attend college should 
never be extended tv the right 
to receive a college degree, A 
college degree should mean more 
than this — and to the serious 
and responsible student it does, 

In these turbulent times of 
budget cuts, tuition charges and 
quality versus quantity in higher 
education, the College Council 
has struck a serious blow against 
the quality of the degrees offered 
by the Sacramento State College. 
The ‘‘non-serious’’ student, and 
even the ‘‘non-qualified’’ student, 
is 2ow allowed to receive a col- 
lege diploma — even if he did 
have to take some courses twice 
in order to make a ‘‘C’’ average, 
“*F” or “D’* grades would seem 
to indicate the student has neither 
recognized nor fulfilled his re- 
sponsibility toward the educa- 
tional institution and its degree, 

In addition to the quality prob- 
lem, the problem of quantities 
attending the state colleges is 
also critical, With the current 
budget crisis some 20,000 new 
Students may be refused admis- 
sion during the next academic 
year. Under the College Council’s 
resolution, an increased number 
of students will repeat courses 
for which they have received 
credit with a grade of ‘‘D’” — 
and take the seats in class of 
some of those ‘‘locked out’? stu- 
dents who were denied admission 
and were possibly more deserv- 
ing of the challenge of a college 
education, Or, worse, ‘‘re- 
peaters’’ may take seats of stu- 
dent making, ‘‘normal’’ progress 
in college who may need the class 
to graduate in a particular sem- 
ester,

The recent ‘‘D and F improve- 
ment’? resolution passed by the 
College Council served only to 
weaken the stature of the Sacra- 
mento State College degree, The 
degree’s stature should be 
strengthened, not weakened, A 
program of tightening and im- 
proving academic and admission 
standards would guarantee im- 
provement in the quality of stu- 
dent, and thereby improve the 
quality of the degree, Such a 
program should start by repeal- 
ing this quality-impairing re- 
solution of the College Council,

I wish to extend my most sin- 
cere congratulations to the State 
Hornet for its bold stand con- 
cerning tuition. {| realize it must 
have taken great courage to take 
your stand. And vet there seems 
to be no other alternative, with 
the current financial crisis and 
a conservative Governor in an 
ever - increasingly conservative 
Governor in an ever - increas- 
ingly conservative State. 

1 should like to dwell for just 
one more moment on this sub- 
ject. Many student leaders fail 
to recognize the position in which 
this question of tuition places 
them. It is at this time, when 
the institution of tuition is about 
to take place, that students have 
the most power to obtain the 
further institution of something 
which has been talked about for 
many years and which has been 
needed for many more, yet has 
never occurred: Student power 
in running the schools, NO TAX- 
ATION WITHOUT REPRESEN- 
TATION should be the call of 
the day. The university may soon 
see the revision of the Board 
of Regents to include a voice 
of students; apparently no such 
provision is currently being 
scheduled for the California State 
Colleges. ‘t is this pewer which 
student leaders should be asking 
for. 

It should further be restated, 
that the philosophy of free edu- 
cation so that the less fortunate 
can attend school is a hoax. Free 
education benefits mainly those 
people who could afford it in the 
first place. 

And yet, free education does 
benefit some individuals. That 
is why students must impress up- 
on the legislature the necessity 
of expanding the California State 
Loan and Scholarship Com- 
mission; and, of course, the Fed- 
eral Government should expand 
its National Education Defense 
Act Loans. Perhaps the AS can 
take a lead in expanding more 
scholarships on campus, inorder 
to insure the continuation of a 
well-rounded student body.

The author of the book, Dr. 
Ben Euwema, is a professor of 
English at Pennsylvania State 
University, a former dean of 
the University’s College of Lib- 
eral Arts and a former director 
of the University’s study-abroad 
program in Germany. 

In the book, Dr, Euwema re- 
ports on three conferences con- 
vened in New York City, Racine, 
Wisconsin, and San Francisco, 
These conferences were work- 
shops on ‘‘The Role of Under- 
graduate Study Abroad in Amer- 
ican Education.”? One hundred- 
twenty five col'ege and univer- 
sity presidents, deans and faculty 
members representing a wide 
variety of institutions of higher 
learning considered the problems 
in the diverse study-abroad pro- 
grams and explored solutions, 

Four non-academic objectives 
of study abroad, as agreed upon 
by the workshop participants are, 
(1) ‘‘to enlarge horizons;’’ (2) ‘‘to 
prepare students to live in a 
smaller world; (3) ‘‘to help 
students master at least one 
foreign language;’? and (4) ‘‘to 
help the future leaders of Amer- 
ican society to understand the 
nature of the world and of the 
forces in it.” 

There are four principal types 
of programs set upto accomodate 
American students overseas, 
namely: (1) ‘‘the branch campus, 
where an American institution 
establishes a branch overseas 
which serves as an extension of 
its efforts in general education;”’ 
(2) ‘‘a half-way house, in which 
the student is attached to a for- 
eign university but takes his 
American college’s courses;’’ (3) 
“complete integration, in which 
an American becomes a student 
of the foreign university;’’ and 
(4) ‘‘independent study, in which 
the student undertakes an indiv- 
idual research project abroad 
after consultation with his U.S, 
campus advisor,”’ 

Language requirements, affil- 
iation with foreign universities, 
procedures for selection and or- 
ientation of students, student liv- 
ing arrangements, and accredi- 
tation were among the numerous 
problems concerning U.S, study- 
abroad programs considered at 
the workshops,

Remember back when books 
didn’t curl your hair with four 
letter words? Remember when 
authors didn’t feel they had to 
change the orbit of the earth and 
shake society from its axis” Re- 
member back when vou could read 
a book just for plain old every- 
day fun’? If you don’t you needn’t 
worry—Arthur Hailey remem- 
bered, «and that is probably why 
he wrote ‘‘Hotel.”” 

According to Bantam Books, 
Arthur Hailey spent many months 
in New Orieans ‘‘studving the 
operation of a hotel at first hand.’’ 
Obviously so, for the atmosphere 
of veracity, the sheer vividness 
of the book’s setting, are asthick 
as absorbent cotton, Whatever 
there is no doubt at 
all in the reader’s tind that thi 
is what a hotel is like. 

The story and characters are 
beside the point. They are shaliow 
characters, but they ure un- 
bashed and honest about this shal- 


goes on 


lowness. They are not simply ex- 
cuses for phony bedroom skir- 
mishes or tabloid sensational- 


ism. Instead, (and this is the thin 
thread that separates ‘‘ Hotel” 
from something like ‘Valley of 
the Dolls’), they are excuses 
for the Hotel St. Gregory, the 
novel’s locale, The St. Gregory 
is the real protagonist here, and 
the plot—which is more con- 
venience than conviction—is 
wisely kept to a minimum, while 
nevertheless moving along at an 
engrossing, if not breath-taking 
rate. 

A quite literate novel and a 
gratifying work of excapism— 
that’s ‘‘Hotel.’’? No social out- 
cry, norighteous indignation, just 
enjoyment, It’s very much worth 
your while, and Hailey is a deft 
storyteller, even if it is a story 
you’ve heard many times before.
